a surprise to a great many people. 
The present agitation is only one more—very forceful it 
j8 true 
illustration of that great 
truth 
which 
should 
be 
known to all yet is realized by so few people—it is one thing 
to enact a law but an entire different and another task to en­ 
force it. 
So many people are inclined to lose sight of the 
main 
fact that evils are but partially corrected when remedial leg 
islation is enacted that it is not remarkable so much surprise 
exists at this latest turn of the disagreement between 
rail­ 
road managers and employees. 
The Adamson law is incorporated into the statutes of the 
United States but the railroad companies 
are 
announcing 
that they will refuse to obey it until after 
its validity 
has 
been settled in the courts of last resort. 
At the time tile Adamson law was passed by congress* 
it will be remembered President Wilson 
had 
already 
sub­ 
mitted to Congress, for adoption, an elaborate 
program 
ot 
legislation, the enforcement of which 
after 
its 
enactment 
would likely, have prevented the present difficulty and would 
have in the opinion of the executive, prevented a recurrence 
of conditions which made the surrender of government offici­ 
als to the brotherhoods, advisable. 
Unless early after Congress convenes in December 
that 
legislative program is • 
resubmitted, amended and ampli­ 
fied wherever necessary, and conditions righted from the bot­ 
tom up President W ilson’s supporters and admirers will 
be 
disappointed. 
The nation should take steps at the earliest possible in­ 
stance to protect the people from the consequences of a quar­ 
rel between railroad managers and employees.
